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‘THERE’S AN ELECTION COMING 


Odd-number years usually are “off years’’ so far as major 
elections and political issues are concerned. Not so this year 
of 1949. The California legislature has called a special election 
for Nov. 8 at which some exceedingly vital questions will be 
decided. Probably foremost in the public eye is the repealer of 
certain sections of the controversial pension program voted 
last year. Also on the ballot will be proposals to increase 
legislators’ pay and remove obsolete sections of the state 
constitution. 

Of prime concern right here at home, however, is Prop- 
osition 1, which provides for a $250,000,000 state bond issue 
for construction of needed school buildings. The proposition 
seems made to order for the situation in Menlo Park and this 
area, where population has rapidly been outstripping school 
facilities with no sign of an early easing of the problem. 

We are indebted to Mel Homfeld, superintendent of the 
Menlo Park elementary school district, for an explanation of 
Proposition 1 and what its passage will mean here. 

The $250,000,000 fund would be distributed as loans to 
school districts that meet three requirements: 1. At least 95 
per cent of the bonded debt limit must have been reached. 
2. The district must be levying the statutory maximum tax rate. 
3. The district must show need of additional facilities in ac- 
cordance with a formula to be created under the bond pro- 
posal. 

Homfeld said that the Menlo Park district meets all three 
provisions. 

Then after a district receives financial aid from the bond 
fund, it repays the state by means of a tax rate formula. Hom- 
feld points out that under the current and anticipated bond-tax 
structure of the Menlo Park district, it could repay the state 
at a rate of but 1 cent per $100 assessed valuation over a 30- 
year period. At the end of that time, any unpaid balance would 
be wiped off the books. 

Homfeld pointed out also that when the Hillview school 
is completed (bids are to be opened Aug. 11) the district’s funds 
for new construction will be depleted. 

The proposal sounds good to us.

Trustees give of 
their time, receive no compensation and necessarily on occasion 
must care first for private business matters, as was the case 
Monday night. 

Considering the time given by such public servants. . . 
lack of quorums are infrequent . . . the public still could follow 
their example and take considerably more interest in matfers 
of prime public concern.

The budget for the street depurt- 
nent (his year amounts to $46,756, 
or 26% per cent of the total for all 
departments. Almost one third, or 
$13,800, ts allocated to paying the 
cost of lighting, leaving 
$32,965 for street maintenance and 
repalr. Of this sum, $22,020 is for 
sularies, wages and retirement, ac- 
counting for two-thirds of the main- 
tenance budget.

The street department consists 
of six men, including a foreman, 
an equipment operator, two main- 
tenance men and two laborers. The 
city manager acts as the super- 
intendent of streets. 


Paving materials are estimated at 
$7200. Vehicle operation and main- 
tenance is placed at $1800, miscel- 
laneous equipment $100, compensa- 
tion and vehicle insurance $375, and 
miscellaneous expense $120. 


The city has been doing the weed 
abatement work with its own street 
department crew and equipment for 
the last two years instead of letting 
the work by contract as was pre- 
viously done. With the annexation 
of the Belle Haven area, which in- 
cludes large areas of vacant land, 
it became difficult to get all of the 
work done at the proper time of the 
year. 


The present budget, therefore, 
includes $1200 for the purchase of 
an additional tractor so that we 
may have two crews doing the job 
simultaneously next spring. There 
is also budgeted $500 for the pur- 
chase of painting equipment to 
facilitate the many maintenaice 

jobs in this field performed by the 
street department. 

Our street operation and mainten- 
ance budget is to be financed by a 
transfer of $10,000 from the state 
gasoline tax subvention, $10,000 from 
estimated collection of traffic fines, 
and $12,955 from general city rev- 
enues. An additional $16,000 is ex- 
pected to accrue from gasoline taxes 


this year which is restricted to} 


major street construction projects. 
These include for this year cross- 
ing gates at the Ravenswood rail- 
Toad crossing, assistance on the re- 
construction of Roble avenue, and 
plans for reconstruction of Bay road. 
This $16,000 is not included in the 
street department budget.

The book, which won for its 
author the Wallace Stegner prize 
at Stanford in 1948, must be 
classed as fiction because its set- 
ting, its characters and the events 
it portrays are fictitious, but in 
another sense it is not fiction be- 
cause it deals with human prob- 
lems and conflicts which are fund- 
amentally real and very imminent 


e in the present-day world. 


The narrative carries its main 
character, Carlos, a Central Ameri- 
can Indian, from birth in a remote 
village, just before the seizure of 
power by the _ dictator, Ronca, 
through early childhood in that vil- 
lage, and portrays some of the events 
which are to color his later life. 

Then, in the crowded city, his as- 
sociation with Pepillo, a street ur- 
chin who later becomes one of Ron- 
ca’s generals; his education in a 
parochial school; his friendship with 
Father Timoteo and his close as- 
sociation with the liberal judge, Don 
Ricardo, and his work with Ameri- 
cans in railroad construction, sub- 
ject him to a series of conflicting 
influences through which, neverthe- 
less, he maintains his idealism. 

A long imprisonment crystallizes 
this idealism into action and he 
becomes one of the fighting lead-
